Claim 34 and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim 
the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

1 . In claim 34 it is noted that R7 is recited twice with a differing scope 
which renders scope unclear. From a reading of the specification it appears 
R9 was intended for the 2°** occurrence. 

2. In the claim 35 is not the 2""^ last species a duplicate of the 1^* species 
recited? 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this 
action can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 28-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kulagowski (WO' 105). While applicants have presented 
claims of a narrower scope than in previous actions, the heteroaryl rings now 
present as T-Y-Z ring are also taught by the WO publication. Note page 7 
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which includes pyridyl, pyrimidyl and pyridazinyl, etc. Also the reference 
teaches substitution on the indole ring with groups such as halo and alkoxy 
as described on p.9. Closest species are egs. 4,5 and 7 and species on p. 12, 
line 3 1 which all are phenyl-substituted in place of the instant heteroaryls 
now claimed. Substitution on the indole ring is also taught as discussed 
above. Thus it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time 
the instant invention was made to modify the species pointed out above by 
changing the ring and optionally further substituting the indole ring in view 
of the express equivalency teachings outlined above. 

US' 142 is made of record . While drawn to compounds having a 
similar backbone requires certain functional groups at "R7" which are not 
within the instant scope. Commonly assigned US '502 is also being cited as 
it describes (but does not claim) instant compounds for various uses 
associated with D4 receptor binding. It is not a competent reference in view 
of its later effective filing date.
